on Thia Important Work, and Others 
Will Fall Into Line. 


That the south has fully awakened 


to the economic value of modern high, 
ways aiid that it Is literally afire wlt?i 
enthusiasm and determination to pro- 
vide a network of good loads that wlU 
i each every corner of its domain Is 
strikingly set forth by the Manufac- 
turers' Record, containing authorita- 
tive statements from every one of tho 
sixteen southern and southwestern 
states. Ultra conservative figures, based 
upon estimates contained 
ha these 


statements, show that at least $100,- 
000.000 will be provided for state and 
county road work during the present 
year, this not Including the funds for 
federal aid roads. This amazing sum 
emphasizes more strongly than wordn 
how thoroughly aroused the whole 
south is upon the question of good 
roads.

The people of Florida have been 


earnestly at work for several year 
past In building modern highway 
through every part of the state, and in 
recent years have spent approximately 
$17,000,000. 
The annual revenue fo 


road work in the fifty-two counties o 
Florida is approximately $1,500,000 
and the counties of the state have stil 
$2,600,000 of work to be constructed 
under existing contracts. 
Additiona 


funds are continuously being provide< 
through county bond issues. 


In 1916 Georgia counties spent $5, 


000,000 for roads and bridges, and indi 
cations are that 1917 will witness very 
great activities for country wide ant 
intefcounty bridge replacement am 
highway improvement. 


In Kentucky 811 miles of road were 


built in 1916 at an approximate cost 
of $2,500,000, while this year it is stat 
ed that contracts will be let for be- 
tween 800 and 1,000 miles of xoad, con 
stituting more road work than in any 
former year and involving an expend! 
ture of at least $3,000,000, possibly 
more.

New York, April 2.—The American steamship Aztec, owned by the Oriental Naviga- 


jtion Company, the first armed ship to sail from an American port was sunk yesterday 
by a German submarine, according to advices received here tonight by the company 
from the United States consul at Brest, France. 


The cable message gave no information as to the fate of the crew. There were 39 men 


aboard the vessel, all of them Americans. The Aztec sailed from New York March 18 
for Havre. She was commanded by Captain Walter O'Brien. Sixteen members of the 
crew were native born Americans. 


The Oriental Navigation Company, owner of the Aztec, also owns the Orleans, one of 


the first American vessels to run successfully Germany's submarine blockade. The Az- 
tec carried a fall cargo of foodstuffs and general supplies valued at more than $500,000.

can never be maintained except by 
a partnership of democratic nations.

tals away; the plottings of inner cir- 
cles who could plan what they would 
and render account to no one would 
be a corruption seated at its very 
heart.

"Does not every American feel 


that assurance has been added to our 
hope for the future peace 
of 
the 


world by the wonderful and heart- 
ening things that have been happen- 
ing within the last few weeks in Rus- 
sia? Russia was known by those who 
knew it best to have been always in 
fact democratic at heart, in all the 
vital habits of her thought, in all the 
intimate relationships of her people 
that spoke their natural 
instinct, 


their habitual attitude towards life. 


"The autocracy that crowned the 


summit of her political structure, 
long as it had stood and terrible as 
was the reality of its power, was not 
in fact Russian origin, character or 
purpose; and now it has been shaken 
off and the great, generous Russian 
people have been adde din all their 
naive majesty and might to the forc- 
es that are fighting for freedom in 
the world, for justice and for peace 
Here is a fit partner for a league of 
honor. 


"One of the 
things that has 


served to convince us that the Prus- 
sian autocracy was not and could 
never be our friend is that from the 
very outset of the present war it 
has filled our unsuspecting commu- 
nities and even our offices of gov- 
ernment with spies and set crimi 
nal 
intrigues 
everywhere 
afoot 


against our national unity of coun- 
cil, our peace within and without, 
our industries and our commerce. 


"Indeed it is now evident that its 


spies were here even before the war 
began; and it is unhappily not a 
mattir of conjecture 
but 
a 
fact 


proved in our courts of justice that 
the intrigues which have more Jhan 
once come periously near to disturb- 
ing the peace and dislocating' the in- 
dustries -of the country have been 
carried on at the instigation with 
the support and even under the per- 
sonal direction of official agents of 
of the imperial government accredit- 
ed to the government of the United 
States. 


"Even m checking these things 


and trying to extirpate 
them 
we 


have sought to put the most gener- 
ous 
interpretation 
possible upon 


them because we knew that their 
source lay, not in any hostile feeling 
or purpose of the German people to- 
wards us (who, were, no doubt, as 
ignorant of them as we ourselves 
were) but only in the selfish motives 
of a government that did what it 
pleased and told its people nothing. 
But they have played their part in 
serving to convince us at last that 
the same government entertains no 
real friendship for us and means to 
act against our peace and security at 
its convenience. 
That it means to 


stir up enemies against us at our 
very doors the intercepted note to 
the German minister at Mexico City- 
is eloquent evidence. 


"We are accepting this challenge 


of hostile purpose because we know

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fore not been possible for this gov- 
ernment to receive Count Tarnowski, 
the ambassador recently accredited 
to this government by the imperial 
and royal government of Austria- 
Hungaiy; but that government has 
not actually engaged in 
warfare 


against citizens of the United States 
on the teas, and I take the liberty, 
for the present at least, of postpon- 
ing a discussion of our relations with 
the authorities at Vienna. We enter 
this war only wheie we are clearly 
fenced into it because there are no 
other means of defending our rights 


"It will be all the easier for us to 


conduct ourselves as belligerents in 
a high spirit of right and fairness be- 
cause we act without animus, not 
In enmity towards a people or with 
the desire to bring any injury or dis- 
advantage upon them, but only in 
armed opposition to an irresponsible 
government which has thrown aside 
all considerations of humanity and 
of right and is running amuck. 


"We are, let me say again, the sin- 


cere friends of the German people, 
and shall desire nothing so much as 
the early re-establishment 
of inti- 


mate relations of mutual advantage 
between us—however hard it may 
be for them, for the time being, to 
believe that this is spoken from our 
hearts. 
We have borne with their 


present 
government 
through 
all 


these bitter months because of .that 
friendship—exercising a patience and 
forebearance which would otherwise 
have been 
impossible. We 
shall, 


happily, still have an opportunity to 
prove that friendship in our daily 
attitude and actions towards the 
millions of men and women of Ger- 
man birth and native sympathy who 
lire amongst us and share our life, 
and we shall be proud to prove it 
towards all who are in fact loyal to 
their neighbors and to the govern- 
ment in the hour of test. They are, 
most of them,las true 
and 
loyal 


Americans as if 
they had 
never 


known any other fealty or allegi- 
ance. They will be prompt to stand 
with us in rebuking and restraining 
the few who may be of a different 
mind and purpose. 


"If there should be disloyalty, it 


will be dealt with with a firm hand 
of stern repression; but, if it lifts its 
head at all, it will lift it only here 
and there and without countenance 
except from a lawless and malignant 
few. 


"It is a distressing and oppressive 


duty, gentlemen *of 
the 
congress, 


which I have performed in thus ad- 
dressing you. Therefore, it may be 
many months of trial and sacrifice 
ahead of us. It is a fearful thing 'to 
lead this great peaceful people into 
war, 
into most terrible and disas- 


trous of all wars, civilization itself 
seeming to be in the balance. It 
may be right is more precious than 
peace and we shall fight 
for the 


things which we have always carried 
nearest our hearts—for democracy, 
for the right of those who submit to 
authority to have a voice in their 
own governments, for the rights and 
liberties of small nations, for a uni- 
versal dominion of right by such a 
eoncertjof free peoples as shall bring 
peace and safety to all nations and 
make the world itself at last free. 
To such a task we can dedicate our 
lives and our fortunes, everything 
that we are and everything that we 
have, with the pride of those who 
Know that the day has come when 
America is privileged to spend her 
blood and her might for the prin 
eiples that ga\e her birth and happi- 
ness and the peace which she has 
treasured.

enthusiasm and determination to pro- 
vide a network of good toads that will 
reach every corner of its domain is 
strikingly set forth by the Manufac- 
turers' Record, containing authorita- 
tive statements from every one of the 
sixteen southern and southwestern 
states. Ultra conservativeflgures, based 
upon estimates contained in these 
statements, show that at least $100,- 
000.000 will be provided for state and 
county road work during the present 
year, this not including the funds for 
federal aid roads. This amazing sum 
emphasizes more strongly than words 
how thoroughly aroused the whole 
south is upon the question of good 
roads. 


Brief references to some of the fea- 


tures of work in each of the states of 
the south and southwest will empha- 
size how thoroughly the demand for 
good roads permeates every part of 
this section. 


In Alabama it is estimated that $V 


162,000 will be available, in addition to 
at least $2,000,000 for exclusively coun- 
ty work. 


Arkansas has a three mill road tax 


which provides about $1,500,000 per an- 
num, but In addition, under the Alex- 
ander act, the state highway depart- 
ment has made surveys and furnished 
plans and specifications of 2,300 miles 
of roads of a permanent character at 
the estimated cost of $3,650,000, prac- 
tically a half of which has been con- 
structed or is now in process of con- 
struction. 


Florida Spend» $17,000,000. 


The people of Florida have been 


earnestly at work for several years 
past in building modern highways 
through every part of the state, and in 
recent years have spent approximately 
$17,000,000. The annual revenue for 
road work in the fifty-two counties of 
Florida is approximately $1,500,000, 
and the counties of the state have still 
$2,600,000 of work to be constructed 
under existing contracts. Additional 
funds are continuously being provided 
through county bond issues. 


In 1916 Georgia counties spent $5,- 


000,000 for roads and bridges, and indi- 
cations are that 1917 will witness very 
great activities for country wide and 
intereounty bridge replacement and 
highway improvement. 


In Kentucky 811 miles of road were 


built in 1916 at an approximate cost 
of $2,500,000, while this year it is stat- 
ed that contracts will be let for be- 
tween 800 and 1,000 miles of road, con- 
stituting more road -work than in any 
former year and involving an expendi- 
ture of at least $3,000,000, possibly 
more. 


Louisiana, -which has encountered 


difficult problems in road building, has 
become the terminus of many inter- 
state highways, and this has stimulat- 
ed its people to the improvement of 
roads within the state. To connect 
Xew Orleans, the principal city, with 
these highways $500,000 was spent on 
a twenty-eight mile road leading to 
the highlands of Mississippi, and little 
doubt is expressed that the next state 
legislature .will vote favorably upon a 
! constitutional amendment appropriat- 


ing §13.000,000 to $25.000,000 for build- 
ing state highways. 


Maryland, which is looked upon as 


a model in state highway develop- 
ment, has to date expended $18,000,000 
for state roads. During 1917 it will 
have available for this work a total 
of §5,350,000. These state roads reach 
every corner of the state. They have 
been built of permanent materials and 
represent a splendid example of the 
many desirable advantages and possi- 
bilities of centralized state work. 


In Mississippi 1917 promises to be tbe 


banner year for good roads, and it Is 
expected that over $3,000,000 will be ex- 
pended. One county alone in this state 
has provided $900.000 in bonds to build 
concrete roads at an average cost of 
$10,000 per mile 


In Missouri there are approximate- 


ly 200 special road districts 3n the dif- 
ferent counties which have voted 
bonds, ranging from $23,000 to $300,- 
000. Some of the counties voting coun- 
ty wide bond issues are St. Louis, $3,- 
000,000; Jefferson, $500,000, and Clay. 
$1,250,000. 


North Carolina has been one of the 


most active of the southern states in 
highway improvement. 
During 1910 


$3,100,000 was spent f«r maintenance 
and new construction, while in 1017 it 
5s expected that at least $6,000.000 
be available for such xvoik.

The deposit 
takes place in the hair after It has 
been absorbed by the abdominal or- 
gans, liver and kidneys In parilcnlar- 


Thercfore In cases of acute, quick 


poisoning a chemical analysis of the 
hair -would show no arsenic, -while It 
•would bo found In the liver and kid- 
neys. On the other hand, If slow ar- 
senic poisoning -were suspected anal- 
ysis would show arsenic In the balr, 
but not In the liver and kidneys, and 
It could safely be assumed that Ihe 
poisoning vs-os not recent The Icsral 
valne of snca evidence Is apparent.
